The 55 submissions that we have seen here 
today represent a high level of achievement 
for the chapter.

We are disappointed that there were not more 
outstanding school designs submitted. The 
schools that we saw indicated that there are 
100 many stock solutions and standard detail- 
ing being done. 

We regret that there was not greater excel- 
lence shown in the commercial field. We did 
our best to evaluate the projects submitted but 
could not justify giving any awards in this 
category. 

There was a lack of submissions in housing. 
There is a great need for more architect de- 
signed speculative houses. The saddest part 
of the American scene is the subdivision proj- 
ect which is ruining our landscaping and road 
system. There are a few isolated cases of 
well designed architectural works but the 
major overall social scene and planning is 
overlooked.
